WASHINGTON — After climbing steadi- 
ly, for more than two decades, sexual activi- 
ty among American, teenagers • has 
declined, the first drop since tho federal 
government began tracking the informa- 
tion in 1970, according to a new govern- 
ment survey released Thursday. 


Among girls aged 15 to 19, the proportion 
who reported having had sexual intercourse 
had fallen to SO percent in 1995 from 55 per- 
cent in 1990, the last time the study was con- 
ducted, A" separate federal study showed 
die figure for boys had dropped to 55 per- 
cent in 1995 from 60 percent in 1988. 

The national studies also found that 
teenagers who are sexually active are more 


likely to use contraceptives than they were 
in the past, and condom use has increased 
most dramatically. . , 

Those two changes . fewer teenagers 
having sex arid better contraceptive use 
among those who are — explain why the. 
birth rate among teenagers has fallen since

SUN VALLEY - The U S. Forest 
Service onnouced Thursday reduced 
user fees proposed for the Sawtooth 
National Recreation Area and the 
Ketchum Ranger District, due to public 
comment in March and April. 

After more than 200 letters received. • 
Ketchum District Ranger Kurt Nelson said 
there was “no evident mandate nor uni- 
versal solution apparent” from the com- 
ments, but the majority supported some 
type of fee for recreation in the districts. 

Under the revised plan, a family of 
four would pay $20 - rather than $25 as 
originally proposed - for an annual pass. 

The revised fee schedule would 
include on individual day pass for 52 and 
an annual pass for $5 per person. • 
Children under 7' would use the forest 
free of charge, and discounts for. senior 
citizens and the disabled would be avajti 
able through the Golden Age aHd Golden 
Access passports. 

The rev ised proposal and public com - 

mems wiU'be submitted to national 
headquarters for approval,' with a deci- 
sion expectod by mid-May.-If approved, 
user passes will go on sale by mid -June. 

“We adjusted our fee proposal to- 
, respond to the many concerns we heard 
about minimum-level pricing, simplicity 
-and the need for improved road, trail 
and site maintenance," SNRA Ranger 
Paul Ries said. ' 

The SNRA and Ketchum Ranger 
District were selected as part of a three- 
year test to determine whether recre- 
ationists will accept user fees. 

Under tlioplnn set up by CdngressTTOO 
percent of. the fees collected must be 
used directly to enhance the area wherq 
they \yerc collected, Nelson said. 

• ' “The whole focus of this is to put 
money back into the facilities, trails and 
roads people are using," Nelson said, 
adding that this plan would keep the dol- _ 
larisiirere for mUclT-needed “forest 
improvements. . 

Many people asked the Forest Service 
to waive fees for certain user groups. 
Nelson said. People who are unable to 
pay due to low income or financial hard- 
ship could receive a fee waiver. 

Other exclusions would be:

Russia, NATO arrangement remains elusive 


• MOSCOW (AP) —* Despite the urging .nf <■ 
Russian Pfjesi dent Boris Yeltsin from Ms vaca- 
tion 'dacha, American and Russian negotiators 
■ were unable Thursday to agree on terms for 
expanding NATO. 

. “We are earning our.pay,” Seq-etary of 
State Madeleine Albright told reporters after 
talking 2.1/2 hours with Foreign Minister 
Yeygeny Primakov on a charter to link Russia 
with an Atlantic alliance expanded to its' west- 
ern bolder. 


Primakov noted jokingly that his pay proba- 
bly is less than Albright’s,- then carefully 
spoke of the problems they face:’ ‘‘There are 
some outstanding issues without whose resolu- 
tion it cannot be signed.” • ’*■ 

He added, “I think neither side has made its 
final positions on the details.” 

While NATO already has assured Russia 
there would be no nuclear weapons in the 
expansion area, nor many troops deployed, a 
senior U.S. official said the United States is 


willing to clarify the assurances in a Russia- 
NATO charter. The official; who briefed, 
reporters on condition of 'anonymity, said of' 
the Russians: “In a deeply, deeply visceral 
way, they regard NATO as somcthing.ihat was 
founded to defeat them.” 

Pressing on the negotiators is' a hoped-for 
signing of the charter in Paris bn May 27. 
State Department spokesman Nicholas Bums 
— said “the pace has got to quicken” to meet the -

Audit: Forest Service costs taxpayers millions 


. WASHINGTON (AP) — A 
Forest Service identity crisis is 
• costing taxpayers millions and 
i -may not be resolved until' 
Congress and the agency decide 
whether its priority is logging, 
recreation or wildlife protection, 

- a congressional audit said 
Thursday. 

“The Forest Service’s decision- 
making process is dearly broken 
and in need of repair,” said the 
report by the General Accounting 
Office, the investigative arm of 
..Congress. 

“However, any legislation that 
may be needed 10 clarify or modify 
the Congress’ intent and expecta- 
tions requires that the Forest . 
Service and the Congress reach 
agreement on the agency’s long- 
term strategic goals," the audit said. 

The agency’s current split per- 
sonality is costing taxpayers as 
much as $100 million a year in ' 
the form of inefficient environ- 
mental reviews and dedsioits on 
logging and other activities across 


192 million acres of national 
forests, the GAO said. 

“This lack of agreement is the 
result of a more fundamcntal'dis- 
agreemont, both inside and out- 
side the Forest Service, over 
which uses the agency is .to 
emphasize under its broad multi- 
ple-use and sustained-yield, man- 
date and how best to ensure the 
long-term sustainability of these 
uses," the audit said. 

The Forest Service has increas- 
ingly shifted its emphasis from 
consumption to conservation as it 
established management plans 
for individual national forests ~ 


“While.the agency continues to 
reduce its emphasis on consump- • 
□on and increase its emphasis on 
conservation, "the Congress has 
never explicitly accepted this 
shift in emphasis or acknowl- 
edged its cffects.on the availabili- 
ty of other uses of national 
forests."' ,- . 

Sen. Larry Craig, R-Idoho, the

to police and led them to 
Markhascv, the newspaper said.

ISU-fans — 
don’t help 
with deficit 

Holt Arena attendance 
plummets as UI, BSU 
move to Big West • 


POCATELLO - Fan apathy at Idaho 
State University has contributed to a 
projected S200.000 athletic department 
deficit for the budget year that ends 
June 30. 

Kent Tingey, Idaho State’s director of 
institutional advancement, said Holt 
Arena also is expected to run 5200,000 
in the red. The arena normally is self- 
sustaining, but Tingey said it has been 
the victim of several renovations and n 
change of managers. 

“Without any question, attendance is 
the biggest factor,” he said. “That’s not 
—acceptable.T know their biggest priority 
right now is to increase attendance, 
which will increasp revenues.” 

Without playing the University of 
—Idaho or Boise State - which left the Big— 
Sky Conference for the Big West 
Conference 'last year - the average 
attendance for Idaho State football 
games dropped almost 25 percent from 
8,642 in 1995 to 6393 in 1996. 

And afterTbsing five players to a 
shoplifting scam early in the- season; 
men’s basketball saw its average, home 
attendance go from 4,915 in 1995*96 to 
3,344 in 1996^97 - a 32 percent decline. - 

“It’s down for a variety of reasons,” 
Idaho State President Richard Bowen' 
said. “Wc’ve lost some of our traditional 
opponents, and that has to have some- 
thing to do with it. Then we got into that 
deal with the basketball players arrest- 
. cd far shoplifting, and I know that had 
some effect on the basketball crowds.” 

Bowen said he plans to meet May 7 
with athletic director Irv Cross, athletics 
fiscal officer Phil Blick and Bob Pearce, 
the university^ financial vice president, 
to discuss the issue. 

“Intercollegiate athletics, they just 
have a terrible time balancing their 
• budgets," Bowen said. “Why thnt is, I 
don’t know. The responsibility is the 
athletic director’s." 

In an effort to address tho problem, 
Cross has announced Idaho State will 
play three daytime football games next 
season, a change he believes will attract 
more out-of-town fans.
